Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(c) as being anticipated by 
Knight et al. 

Knight et al. teach a vehicle comprising an active wherein the active is added 
to a hot melt and extruded (claims 1-4). Powdered active is specified (column 8, 
line 42). Shaping is disclosed (column 8, lines 6-9). As to the claimed flavoring, 
invert sugar (column 7, line 7) is specified. As to the claimed viscosity, such 
property is inherent in the anticipatory composition because it is the same as that 
claimed. 

No claims allowed.
